Auto A s Killer 
Judging from federal statistics showing the toll tin c te d 
by mines, railroad*, motor vehicles and airplanes, flying 
Is by all odds the safer, despite the prevailing opinion 


h i the public mind. 
Mining Is a hazardous occupation, hut cold figure* 
prove that the man -who digs the fuel for the Ameri­ 
can consum er does not run a« much risk of luring bls 
life as his neighbor who rides in an automobile. 
W ith the exception of the pedestrian, who Is menaced 
by the 24,000,000 automotive vehicles now operating on 
streets and other public highways In this country, the 
branch of the human family which owns a oar flirts with 
donth more often than his or her fellow citizens. 
Every time the clock clicked 42 seconds In the United 
States during the last five years, one persons wa* killed 
or sustained Injuries, for Uncle Sam today reported that 
In this period 2,440,370 persons were Injured and 111,870 
were killed In traffic accidents. 
Ro groat has been the 
toll th at every year the rutom oblle exacts a casualty list 
more than twice as great as that incurred by the Ameri­ 
can Expeditionary Force in tho World war. 
On the other hand, according to the federal bureau. 
1,224 persons were killed, 1,7’35 In accidents in bituminous 
and 489 In anthracite mines last year. 
As the figures, 
which may be Increased on account of Injuries which 
may yet prove fatal, now stand, the mine death rate is 
1.75 per million tons of coal production. 
These statistics, overlooked in the greater amount of 
new spaper space given an airplane crank or a mine dis­ 
aster, should prompt the motor car driver a* well ap the 
pedestrian to exercise more care when on the public 
highways. 
It pays to stop, look and listen a’ street In­ 
tersections as well as railroad crossings. 


Letting Bars Down 


The United States court of appeals at New York hits 
banded down a decision to the effect that, residents 
of Canada who are employed in the United States may 
cross the International line w ithout being made sub­ 
ject to Immigration regulations. 
This decision will have a farreaching effect at De­ 
troit, where hundreds of men and women are employ­ 
ed In various industries and offices and stores, but 
who m aintain their residence across the river in Wind­ 
sor and other Canadian towns. 
The decision was based on the John Jay treaty of 
1794 between the United States 
and 
Great Britain, 
which was interpreted as granting residents on either 
side of tho border the privilege of crossing and recross­ 
ing dally to transact business, without the usual immi­ 
gration restrictions. 
Word conies from W ashington th at no attem pt will 
be made by the Labor departm ent to alter the lmirti- 
gratlon regulations at the Canadian line as a result of 
the New York decision, but the decision Itself will be 
Immediately appealed to the supreme court. 
The court 
of appeals’ decision overruled the United States district 
court at Buffalo, where it had been held that the word 
"business" in the treaty between this country and Great 
Britain meant only trading and merchandising. 
Should the supreme court sustain the court of ap 
peals’ decision, officials of the Labor departm ent ad­ 
mit the federal regulations at the Canadian border will 
have to be modified. 
The Canadian border problem is only one of several 
other immigration affairs now puzzling the W ashington 
government. 
There Is a movement afoot in congress to 
place immigration from Mexico and other North Ameri­ 
can countries on a quota basis, but the senate committee 
Investigating this m atter has been told that at least four 
of the federal departments look with disfavor on the 
proposed legislation. 
Secretary Kellogg is represented as being afraid such 
a move will affect friendly relations with neighboring 
republics on the south. 
There isn’t any question but that some of the states 
in the southern tier of the United States need the labor 
which Is Imported from Mexico and other Latin coun­ 
tries. 
If a means could be evolved to bring about a 
regulation of this Immigration so that It might be re­ 
stricted to those men aud women who can be assimilated 
with the least trouble, perhaps such regulations would 
be worthwhile. 
To arbitrarily shut off immigration, or put it on a 
quota basis, however, does not seem to solve the prob­ 
lem. 
In reference to Canadians who immigrate to the United 
States it would not be wise for congress to place that 
nation on a quota basis at all, or otherwise restrict immi­ 
grants who come up to the usual tests of sanity, health 
and the like. 
The Canadians are an Anglo-Saxon people 
easily assim ilated and usually good citizens. 
They do 
this nation no harm.

spite the fact that the author was practically unknown. 
He had w ritten one book before and now, of course, 
because of the great popularity of tile new book, people 
are going back to read the first one.

advance royalties now. 
Royalties are paid on a sliding scale. 
The Btnadard 
novel Is priced at $2.50. 
The usual author’s royalty Is 
ten per cent on tho first 10,000. 
On the next 5,000 ho 
will probably get twelve and a half per cent and fifteen 
per cent on all copies over 15,000. 
This scale may be 
altered by special agreem ent. 
Publishers are In keen 
competition and where a popular author has w ritten a 
hook for which the public is waiting he can, lf he de 
sires, chop around and make almost his own terms.

Usual business without hindrance. 
It is now reported that the plan works admirably. That 
hive has been a focus of attentive observation front tin 
day it was installed. 
The children have learned a great 
deal about bees and bee culture, -rod that part of their 
tim e at least was well spent, even lf they didn't apply 
the bees’ Industrious example to all the rest of their 
school work. 
So the hive Is going to be continued aa a 
p art of the school's equipment. 
The bees made good, too, in another way. 
The honey 
they gathered and stored not only sufficed for their win­ 
ter needs but provided a surplus which, when sold, more 
than paid for the original Investm ent and the running 
exnenses of the hive. 
It seem s a sham e th at it was considered necessary to 
sell that honey, even for the th rift lesson It taught.

Auto As Killer 
Judging from federal statistics showing the toll exacted 
by mines, railroads, motor vehicles and airplanes, flying 
Is by all odds the safer, despite the prevailing opinion 
In the public mind. 
Mining is a hazardous occupation, hut cold figure* 
prove that tile man who digs th* fuel for the Ameri­ 
can consumer does not run as much risk of losing his 
life as his neighbor who rides In an automobile. 
With the exception of the pedestrian, who Is rn* naced 
by the 24,000,000 automotive vehicles now operating on 
streets and other public highways in this country, the 
branch of the human family which owns a car flirts with 
death more often than his or her fellow citizens. 
Every time the clock clicked 42 seconds in the United 
States during the last five years, one persons wa.1 killed 
or sustained Injuries, for Uncle Sam today reported that 
In this period .1,4415.370 persons were Injured and 114,870 
were killed In traffic accidents. 
So great has been the 
toll that every year the rutomoblle exacts a casualty list 
more than twice as great as that Incurred by the Ameri­ 
can Expeditionary Force in the World war. 
On the other hand, according to the federal bureau, 
1,224 persons were killed, 1,735 in accidents In bituminous 
and 4S9 In anthracite mines last year. 
As the figures, 
which may he Increased on account of Injuries which 
may yet prove fatal, now stand, the mine death rate Is 
1.75 per million tons of coal production. 
These statistics, overlooked in the greater amount of 
newspaper space given an airplane crash or a mine dis­ 
aster, should prompt the motor car driver ss well ae the 
pedestrian to exercise more care when on the public 
highways. 
It pays to stop, look and listen a‘ street lu- 
tereectlone ss well as railroad crossings.

Today a writer ta 
more certain of getting his work published than ever 
before and what Is chiefly remarkable, he can get paid 
in advance for his short story, book, play, or movie 
scenario provided he can point to any previous work 
The book purchases of the American people are reach­ 
ing ms!',, tiding proportions. 
Even though the country 
Is well supplied with public libraries and with private 
circulating libraries, actual sales continue to gain. 
Nor 
are -ales confined to the cheaper editions 
Hood books 
have been made available in all manner of forms, ‘l a s ­ 
sies can be purchased for as low as five rents a volume 
but the $2.5ti books also are selling as never before and 
the sales of books ranging up to lift art very substantial. 
Unless there Is nome special re a so n such sh the fame 
and popularity of the author, the subject or the novelty 
of the book, there is always ait element .rf chance in a 
publication. 
This the publisher most assume. 
There 
set ms to lie no way to Jetermine whether a novel will 
he successful and if so when. 
Tile works of Conrad are 
t specially interesting Iii tilts connection. 
Novels of his 
which did not sell at all when they were new, years late r 
J became hest sellers. 
One of the most popular novels 
of recent years was Ile an Geste. 
Yet. this hook was 
published and on the market for approximately a year 
before It enjoyed much of a sal*1. 
After having been 
neglected for months it. achieved popularity overnight 
and for no very apparent reason. 
In contrast to that there Is Thornton Wilder's book, 
The Bridge of San Luis Rey. 
Although very much out 
of the ordinary, more of an essay than a tale, lint in the 
form of a novel, thlfi hook gained instant attention de­ 
spite the fact that the author was practically unknown. 
Tie had written one book before ami now, of course, 
because of the great popularity of the new hook, people 
are going back to read the first one. 
Wilder ran get 
advance royalties now. 
Royalties are paid on a sliding scale. 
The standard 
novel is priced at $2.50. 
The usual author’s royalty is 
ten per cent on tho first 10,000. 
On the next 5,000 ho 
w iii probably get twelve arid a half per cent and fifteen 
per cent on all copies over 15,000. 
This scale may he 
altered by special agreement. 
Publishers are in keen 
competition and where a popular author bus written a 
book for which the public is waiting he can, if he de­ 
sires, shop around and make almost his own terms. 
Trader Horn was an experiment but there is no doubt 
that, the experiment having proved highly successful, 
almost any publishing house would give excellent terms 
on more of the same story. 


Letting Bars Down 
The United States court of appeals at N< w York has 
banded down a decision to the effect that residents 
of Canada who are employed in the United States may 


• t o s s the international line without being made sub­ 
ject to immigration regulations. 
This decision will have a farreaching eft* t at De­ 
troit, where hundreds of men and women are employ­ 
ed in various industries and offices and stores, but 
Who maintain their residence across the river in Wind­ 
sor and other Canadian towns. 
The decision was based on the John Jay treaty of 
1794 between the United States 
and 
Groat Britain, 
which was interpreted as granting residents on either 
tide of tho border the privilege of crossing and recross­ 
ing daily to transact business, without the usual immi­ 
gration restrictions. 
Word cornea from Washington that no attempt will 
be made by tho Labor department to alter the imrril- 
gration regulations at the Canadian line as a result of 
the New York decision, but the decision Itself will be 
Immediately appealed to the supreme court. 
The court 
of appeals' decision overruled the United States district 
court at Buffalo, where it had been held that the word 
“business" in the treaty between this country sud Great 
Britain meant only trading and merchandising. 
Should the supreme court sustain the court of ap 
peals’ decision, officials of the Labor department ad­ 
mit the federal regulations at the Canadian border will 
have to be modified. 
The Canadian border problem is only one of several 
other immigration affairs now puzzling the Washington 
government. There is a movement afoot in congress to 
place immigration from Mexico and other North Ameri­ 
can countries on a quota basis, but the senate committee 
investigating this matter has been told that at least four 
of the federal departments look with disfavor on the 
proposed legislation. 
Secretary Kellogg is represented as being afraid such 
a move will nffect friendly relations with neighboring 
republics on the south. 
There Isn’t any question hut that some of the states 
In the southern tier of the United States need the labor 
which Is imported from Mexico and other Latin coun­ 
tries. 
If a means could be evolved to bring about a 
regulation of this immigration so that it might he re­ 
stricted to those men and women who can he assimilated 
with the least trouble, perhaps such regulations would 
be worthwhile. 
To arbitrarily shut off immigration, or put it on a 
quota basis, however, docs not seem to solve the prob­ 
lem. 
In reference to Canadians who immigrate to the United 
States it would not be wise for congress to place that 
nation on a quota basis at all, or otherwise restrict immi­ 
grants who come up to the usual tests of sanity, health 
and the like. Tho Canadians are an Anglo-Saxon people 
easily assimilated and usually good citizens. 
They do 
this nation no harm.
